Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) f Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a telephone interview with Mark Johnson on July 15, 2004, the 
Office Action mailed on June 16, 2004 was discussed. Mark Johnson informed the Examiner and her Primary, Karen 
Lacourciere, that a petition would be filed to perfect priority in the instant application. The 35 USC 1 12 second 
paragraph rejection was discussed and Mr. Johnson informed the Examiner and her Primary that the claims would be 
amended to correct for antecedent basis. The obvious double patenting rejection was discussed and Mr. Johnson 
informed the Examiner and her Primary that a terminal disclaimer would be filed to obviate this rejection. The 35 USC 
102 art rejections were discussed and Mr. Johnson informed the Examiner and her Primary that the claims would be 
amended to include "naked DNA" and "blood vessel" or "vasculature" to overcome the outstanding art rejections, as 
the art teaches the delivery of oligonucleotides conjugated with poly(L)lysine (Makino et al.) and viral particles (Kay et 
aL), and the delivery to the uteri (Wianny et aL). The Examiner informed Mr. Johnson that the amendments would be 
considered and a new search would be conducted to discover any intervening art. The 35 USC 103 rejection was next 
discussed and Mr. Johnson contended that if the claims were amended to overcome the 102 art rejection, then the 103 
rejection would be overcome as well. The Examiner informed Mr. Johnson that the amendem^nts would be 
considered and a new search would be conducted to discover any intervening art or issues of obviousness. The 
Examiner also informed Mr. Johnson that the parent applications ^Jo not have support for the term "dsRNA" or "siRNA" 
and the claims that recite those terms would be afforded priorit£Fo3fie filing date of the instant application. Mr. 
Johnson agreed that the parent applications do not have support for the term "dsRNA" or "siRNA", however, Mr. 
Johnson stressed the fact that Applicants have issued patents to the delivery of naked DNA into a blood vessel of a 
mammal. 
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
